The Minister was subjected 
to a hail of bullets, one of them 
striking him in the throat and 
passing upward to the brain, while 
others were buried in various parts 
of the body. Hand grenades. were 
also thrown, almost wrecking the 
car in which Dr. Rathenau was rid- 


ing and inflicting further injuries 
on him. He was struck by at least 
eight bullets, any one of which 
would have been fatal, according 
to the autopsy. Several arrests 
have been made of those who are 
believed to have been concerned in 
the crime.

The mines of Upper Silesia 
are immensely valuable and were coveted by both Poland and 
Germany. Many clashes had occurred between the two nations, 
and there was a possibility that the question might become the 
nucleus of a new war. The plebiscite carried out in conformity 
with the terms of the peace treaty showed a majority of about 
two to one in favér of Germany. An attempt was made by the 
Poles to forestall the decision by the entry of armed forces 
that took forcible possession of the section which Poland 
decided should be hers. These, however, were eventually forced 
to retreat and the matter was submitted to the arbitrament of 
the League of Nations. They divided Upper Silesia between 
Poland and Germany in accordance with their views of the
